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Battle Act, it is not considered “Soviet-dominated” for the pur- 
pose of Public Law 480 or Section 5 of the Trade Agreements 
Extension Act of 1951, even though those latter two acts use 
similar language. 


Should the Trading with the Enemy Act be invoked against 


Cuba, there is no legal requirement that the Battle Act must also 
be invoked. 


Recommendation 


1. Because of our commitment to the multilateral approach 
with regard to Cuba and our interest in making every effort to 
insure its success, I propose that my finding that the Act is 
applicable to Cuba be delayed until the chances of obtaining 
multilateral agreements or actions by the OAS with regard to Cuba 
have been fully explored. 


2. 1. propose also that we immediately being discussing with 


our NATO allies and bilaterally with Japan and other interested 
countries the probability of this eventual action.
